May Prove the Material Army Has Been
Seeking—Thorite
Tested at Sandy Hook and Reports
Show That It Is Believed to Be
Satisfactory.

portant testa with thorile, a new ex-
plosive, are being condacted by the
board of ordinance and fortifications at
the Sandy Hook proviog grounds. Little
is known at the war department of the
characteristics of tha new explosive.

It is the invention of Prolessor Tuttle,
of Oregon, who asserts it is periectly gafe,
and was willing some weeks ago to put s
red-hot poker in a charge of thorite, de-
claring it could be done without causing
it to explode. It is believed to have
picric acid at ite base. Tests of the ex-
plosive by the inventor are said to have
been very aatisfactory, and it may prove
to be the material the army hae been
eecking.

Besides thorite, the ordinance depart-
ment of the army has been experiment-
ing with jovite, emmensite and dry and
wet gnocoltion, paying more atlention to
the last~-named explosive than to any
other, Bo far none of them has given
the resunlls desired before adoption for
gervice nse.

Captain William Crozier, military at-
tache of the American delegation to The
Haguoe conference was instructed reveral
weeks ngo to stop in England on bis
way home and ascertain if possmble the
ingredients of liddite and the eecret of
the fuse nsed by Genera]l Kitchener's
army in the Boudan with such excellent
effect. It is untrus that he hae been di-
regted Lo contract for any quantity of
the explosive.

Military officers in England have ap-
parently been onable to sccare all the
informalion coneerming the c(xplosive
the anthorities would like to have. It
is recalled Lhat emmensite, dizcovered
in and oged by France, waskept 8 eecret,
bot this government finally obtained in-
formation of ils ingredients and has been
testing it for gome yoare at SBandy Hook.

Teate of jovite were made by the army
officials several years sgo and were not
very successlul, The navy department
has tested thorite with considerab’e ene-
cess, and if it conlinues to be satisfac-
{ory it may be adopted by the naval
service.

Represented.

HOPE JAPAN
WILL INTERVENE

Young Filipinos Garrison Every Port
and State They Will oot Yield to
the Americans Though the Whole
of the Islands are Destroyed.

Vicroria, B. C., June 29.—Advices
from Huakodate etate that Captain Saki-
chi, of the steamer Hokoko Marn, just
returned trom the Philippines, reporta
that in the southern islands Lhe voung
Filipinos are constructing fortifications

against emergencies, Every port is

thoneand or so volun-
teers, whose weapone, however, are very
erude, only about 20 per cent being
armed with rifles (Remingtons).

They are, however, [ull of patriotism
and state that they will not yield to the
Americane though the whole of Lhe
islacds are destroyed. The Hokokn
Maro wae warmly welcomed by the
Filipinos, who consider the Japanese to
be of a kindred race and hope for nssist-
ance from them.

The Filipinos wers prepared to pay for
armeand ammunition and that Japanese
vegsels visiting the islands could take
retorn cargoes of hemp. Captaio Sakichi
says that he only sold the insurgents
two revolvers and the cook’s knives,

Cuicago, June 20.—Captsin P, B,
Bomus, in charge of the United States
army recrultiog station, has telegraphed
Adjotant General Corbin asking permis-
sion to enlist colored recruits and to re-
store the lenient physical examinations
which were in use during the war with
Spain.

Recruiting Sergeant Jones eays il the
station is given permission to enliet
colored men, - practically all of the
mustered-out Eighth Illinois volunteers
will be eent to the Philippines. TUnder
the present physical examination bot
one nan out of ten is found qualified.
Fifty applicants a day are examined.

Under instroctions expected, Captain
Bomus thinks that within the next two
weeks over 200 recrnits besides volun-
teer bodies will be sent fromn Chicago.
